AUSTRALIAN SOCCER has seen many 
changes to its season. For 1988 the posi- 
ition varies again. 

For the first time the Olympic Games provides the 
reason for the alteration as the national team Win- 
field Socceroos and in consequence the West End 
National Soccer League have to work In with the 
schedule. 

Australia has no easy job to overcome Israel and 
New Zealand to get to the Seoul finals in September. 

Especially so as many top players have no chance 
of obtaining releases from European clubs for the 
series. 

To meet the schedule of preliminary games In Aus- 
tralla and New Zealand in March the NSL has to stage 
the grand final on September 4. 

Fortunately for the continulty of the competition, 
the lesson as been learnt from last season that every 
possible game must be played to retain public enthu- 
slasm. 

The rule remains that clubs with three or more 
players In the squad can have thelr games post- 
poned. 


In a commendable move the NSL is looking to any 
such games to be played In advance. Only Sydney 
Croatia might be affected and the club has first-class 
floodlighting. 

Split rounds where necessary will be utilised to 
keep the competition moving. 

Last year AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY co- 
vered In depth the position of the club grounds. 

It was our bounden duty as some In Melbourne and 
Sydney were so sick that It defied description as to 
how they could have been passed for use. 

But the improvements made and the rules laid 
down for the League In 1988 and particularly from 
1989 onwards have firmed the hope that much better 
things are on the way. 


Apla-Leichhardt has replied to Its critics by hiring 
Wentworth Park with Its big grandstand cover. 

No doubt the club would have been very interested 
in Leichhardt Oval but the cost quoted by rugby 
league Interests put it outside the pale. 

St George’s lighting Improvements are very wel- 
come while Marconi came out of the blue with a new 
grandstand roof, dressing accommodation, excel- 
lent floodlighting Improvements and other ameni- 
ties. 


Wollongong City is celebrating its NSL return on 
the new Brandon Park arena, with 3000 seats under 
cover and brilliant floodlighting as well as two prac- 
tice pitches. 

In addition the ground will stage NSW’s main 
ethnic communities event for the Bicentennial Year. 

Brisbane has its chance to shine also. 

Melbourne has for so long been able to point to the 
standing of Olympic Park and Middle Park. Fortu- 
nately the covered accommodation at Olympic Vil- 
lage will be used by Brunswick Juventus in Heldel- 
berg’s absence from the league. 

_ Clubs such as Preston Makedonia are planning 
for the future with Improved facilities while Melbou- 
re Croatia is continuing on at Olympic Park. 

There Is of course little room for criticism with Ade- 
laide where the Adelaide City club has an excellent 
pitch, club rooms and stand although Hindmarsh 
Stadium remains the ground with proper flood- 
lighting. 

So far as attendances go, the commencement of 
the NSL Cup and the various State competitions 
should get the season away to a good start. 

Indeed the mid to late summer period has so often 
seen some of the better club crowds of the entire 
year. 

A good start for attendances could lead to better 
things later. So we wish all clubs a bright beginning 
to the season. 

One leading official has pointed to the value of 
multi-ethnic crowds and any increases in this direc- 
tion must be welcomed. 

A spread of games where possible over Wednes- 
day nights, Friday nights, Saturdays and Sundays 
certainly should lead to Improvements In this regaru. 

The clubs too could look at the likely value of using 
Anzac Day, Easter Monday and the Queen’s Birth- 
day. ~ 

One of the down points of 1987 was the way in 
which some clubs suddenly wanted tours by over- 
seas teams right when the national team was leaving 
for three weeks away for the President's Cup in 
South Korea. 

Regardless of the fight for vital funds the whole 
situation needs planning in advance for Australian 
Soccer to reach the heights that we all want it to 
attain. 


To the Australian Soccer Federation, National 
Soccer League and the State Federations and their 
affillates, we wish the very best of the 1988 Bicenten- 
nial Year. 

There Is no doubt that Australlan Soccer can have 
a bright future If it gets its act properly together. 

In particular we hope that the Bicentennial Gold 
Cup Is the success that Is needed.

Two years ago he took 
over the struggling Olym- 
pic United and lifted them 
to within a point of making 
the semi-finals.

But for a poor start to the 
year, it may have been City 
and not Lions returning to 
the NSL this year.

The Queensland Soc- 
cer Federation annual 
general meeting late last 
year overwhelmingly 
accepted the proposal put 
forward primarily as a test- 
the-water move by the 
management committee. 

The idea, backed by 
QSF president lan Bru- 
sasco, will bring Queens- 
land Soccer in with many 
other football competi- 
tions, including the NSL, 
which have a top five. 

“Australian football is all 
about finals and grand 
finals, that’s what the fans 
want. By increasing our fi- 
nals series to five we are 
involving an extra team 
and give finals excitement 
to a whole new group of 
people,” Brusasco said. 


The QSF AGM also 
voted to award three 
points for a win next year, 
as operates in the football 
league in England. 

And on a recommenda- 
tion from the disciplinary 
committee, a hard line was 
adopted in a bid to stamp 
out persistent offenders of 
the rules. Players who ex- 
ceed the penalty points 
maximum for a second 
time in a season will auto- 
matically be outed for two 
games. Anyone who goes 
through the 12 points three 
times will find themselves 
sitting on the sidelines for a 
month. And players’ 
attracting multiple red 
cards through the season 
will get multiple weeks out 
of the game. 

The QSF season will 
kick-off in March and will 
be preceded by the annual 
XXXX_ pre-season com- 
petition.

He then spotted me 
standing over in a corner 
and slowly made his way 
across for another short 
chat... 

ASW: How did you see 
the match? 

GUNDER: “It was very 
hot out there but | was sur- 
prised that my players 
stood up well to the condi- 
tions. They obviously were 
very tired as this was their 
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fourth match in seven 
days”. 
ASW: | noticed that 


Australia did all the run- 
ning yet Gothenburg con- 
trolled the match. 

GUNDER: ‘We play as 
a unit. We rely heavily on 
intelligent play and cover 
zones”’. 

ASW: How do you rate 
Australia in comparison 
with the New Zealan- 
ders? 

GUNDER: “‘Australia is 
one class above New Zea- 
land”. 

ASW: Are you being di- 
plomatic? 

GUNDER: “No not real- 
ly. We have followed Aus- 
tralia’s progress in the last 
World Cup and your 
matches against Scotland 
were most impressive"’. 

ASW: Which Australian 
player did you think played 
well? 

GUNDER: “Let me tell 
you something. | did not 
look at what Australian 
Players were doing. | am 
always busy looking at my 
own players and what they 
are doing”. 

ASW: Are you 
married? 

GUNDER: “Yes | am. 

My wife is called Rigmor 
and we have two chil- 
dren”. 

ASW: Are you fulltime 
with Gothenburg? 

GUNDER: “Yes | am. 
But my players are not. We 
cannot afford to have them 
fulltime. 

“All my players have 
jobs. We have clerks, 
some work in banks and 
we even have a fireman in 
the team”. 


Training 

ASW: What is their 
training routine? 

GUNDER: “My squad 
trains everyday except the 
day before a match. 

“They all report to the 
ground at 2pm. 

“We then train for about 
90 minutes’’. 


ASW: What is the basis 
for the club’s European 
success when such a 
small country like Sweden 
is able to win two UEFA 
CUPS in six years as you 
have done? 

GUNDER: “Firstly we 
have no real world stars. 

“We base everything on 
working as a unit. 

“Every player must 
work for the other with ex- 
treme discipline. 

“Our club has always in- 
sisted on this policy’. 


Career 


ASW: Who did you play 
for before you took up 
coaching? 

GUNDER: “A second 
division team in Sweden 
called BRAGE. 

“I played at right full- 
back but | was no real star 
player’. 

ASW: When did you first 
come to Gothenburg? 

GUNDER: “I joined 
them back in 1982 and we 
won our first UEFA Cup, 
beating Germany’s Ham- 
burg in the final. 

“T left the club and went 
to coach in Norway the 
following season but was 
brought back for 1985-87. 

“We again were lucky 
last year and once more 
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BANG! Graham 
Arnold lets fly 
with a cracking 
shot for the Soc- 
ceroos against 
IFK Gothen- 
burg at the Par- 
ramatta Sta- 
dium. The 
‘Swedes won 1-0. 


won the UEFA Cup beat- 
ing Scotland’s Dundee in 
the final’. 

ASW: | believe you 
have had many offers to 
coach in other countries 
including Greece. Is this 
correct? 

GUNDER: 
correct. 

“Last December, offi- 
cials from Olympiakos 
flew me to Athens and 
offered me a big contract 
with excellent money. 

“The Olympiakos presi- 
dent is a very wealthy 
young man, but eventually 
| felt | had to turn his offer 
down because the club 
was having some political 
problems at the time. 

“| thought it would be 
unwise for me to accept 
the contract under such a 
climate. 

“The other offers | have 
had recently have come 
from _Holland’s __ E’ind- 
hoven, Germany's SV 
Hamburg and Portugal's 
Benfica. 

“But again | felt | should 
stay a little longer at 
home."”. 

ASW: How long is your 
contract with Gothen- 
burg? 

GUNDER: “Till the end 
of the 1990 season, but | 
don’t think the club would 
stand in my way if | really 
wanted to leave for a huge 
offer’.

CLEANING UP— 
AND REWARDS 


| HAVE been much more 
impressed with reading 
Mike Johnson's com- 
ments in ASW about the 
manner in which Soccer is 
played in Australia (and 
overseas) nowadays than | 
was with the occasional 
editorial comments on our 
referees, or the com- 
plaints of sundry coaches 
— usually of beaten teams 
— on that topic. 

Johnson concentrates 
on the absolute basic re- 
quirement for fans every- 
where: that in deciding 
matches, skills should 
prevail over sheer force, 
that more games shall be 
be won by effective 
attacks than by cautious 
defensive play. 

And while he views the 
problem as widespread 
internationally, he sees 
Australian Soccer as 
tougher and dirtier than 
most presumably at Natio- 
nal and State League 
level. 

He looks forward to 
administrators providing 
more incentive to teams to 
play attacking football. 

Johnson has not yet 
blamed the level of com- 
petence of NSL referees 
for this adverse compari- 
son. Nor has he absolved

them. 

He said in August: “It re- 
quires sound administra- 
tion and firm, knowledg- 
able referees to protect 
players and to preserve 
skill.” 


We know what ‘firm, 
knowledgable referees' 
means. Not  con-men, 


allowing enough pushing, 
kicking, | gamesmanship 
and dissent as to keep 
some players and 
coaches satisfied. (“Let 
‘em know you're there”, 
“Hit him early", and praise 
for the ‘necessary’ foul). 

Not rewriting the Laws 
("We must cut out tackling 
from behind"). 

But referees who are 
close to play, observe 
closely, penalise _ time- 
wasting and dissent with 
cautions, as /aid down in 
the Laws, and sent play- 
ers off, even in the first 
minute, whose tackles 
represent a threat to 
opponents’ legs and ank- 
les, or which are not speci- 
fically aimed at the ball 

At top level, says Jim 
Taylor, referee of the 
World Cup Final in Munich 
1974, tripping or kicking 
an opponent is deemed 
intentional unless clearly 
unintentional. (Converse- 
ly at low levels — among 
the unskilled, trips and 
kicks are deemed not to 
be a foul unless fairly 
obviously intended). 

Where in all this comes 
‘letting the game flow’ and 
Man-management? | do 
not wish to rubbish such 
concepts, they have an 
important place in match 
control. A good attitude to 
Players is necessary for a 
referee to be successful. 

But a good attitude on 
the part of a referee 
doesn't grow out of our 
current situation in which 
teams may go out with a 
game plan to manipulate 
the officials (unless Chris 
Bambridge or Don Camp- 
bell is in charge). 

Look at all the claiming 
of throw-ins — it’s getting 
to be automatic to claim it 
when ever you kick the ball 
out! 

How often do you hear 
the commentator say of a 
player's claim for a free 
kick ‘Worth a try’? Re- 
ferees are human 
which is why they are 
pressured all the time 
nowadays. 


As for ‘letting the game 
flow’ that would, in my 
opinion, be a product of 
players, learning that 
crime doesn't pay. Even 
minor crime must not pay. 
Which is where Mike John- 
son's ‘sound administra- 
tion’ comes in, 

Disciplinary commit- 
tees, referees’ inspectors 
and appointments people 
must put that aspect of 
match control first. Then 
club coaches and man- 
agements will certainly 
see the light. 

Are we.to have ex-play- 
ers as referees’ asses- 
sors? Then let them be 
ex-players of skill and wit. | 
find the concept very 
doubtful. 

What German Bundes- 
liga matches we are 
shown these days on tele- 
vision (too few, with the 
name-players in Italy and 
in Spain) are apparently 
fairer, and players more 
disciplined. 

! doubt if it is due just to 
the way the tapes are 
edited Germans are 
naturally more disciplined 
people. 

To achieve a similar re- 
sult in Australia may well 
require tougher measures 
by the referees and admi- 
nistrators. 

And at least equal men- 
tal alertness and physical 
fitness from our whistlers. 

We should not wait for: 
the game to be cleaned up 
in England or in Europe or 
in Uruguay — it might be a 
long wait. 

Frank Arok can always 
find some ‘hard men’ for 
international duty if he pre- 
fers them. But I'm sure he 
would like a bigger pool of 
skilled players to select 
from.

methods of play. 


In order for the player to 
learn these new skills and 
techniques the teaching 
will need to be done in 
such a way as to be 
appealing to the player, as 
well as providing him with 
a means to improve and 
offering the correct techni- 
cal advice. 

The player will need to 
gain experience and 
understand playing - in 
different positions on the 
field and with and against 
other quality players. 

Above all the player will 
need to derive a 
tremendous amount of en- 
joyment from the game. 

Of course there are 
many other necessary 
ingredients, some more 
important than those men- 
tioned, ie, attitude, enthu- 
siasm, parental assist- 
ance ete.

Therefore every week 
one or two players are un- 
able to take part in the 
match, irrespective of 
whether a club is hell bent 
on winning the competi-

This rule could be im- 
proved by limiting the 
number of players a team 
may register to say 16 and 
either allowing up to five 
replacement or even bet- 
ter having an unrestricted 
number of flying substi- 
tutes, thereby allowing all 
players to participate.

THE 1987 season was a 
new challenge for us in 
Soccer, in that we play- 
ed in a senior comepti- 
tion for the first time.

Association, to take up the void your article mentions. 
However, it is up to each of the member associations to 
clean their act up, which appears to be happening. 
As both NSW SSSA President and CHS Convenor, | 
feel confident and qualified to comment on these 


matters. 


You and your readers are probably aware that the 
Combined High Schools, its organisation, tiered selec- 
tion procedures and efficiency are unrivalled world wide 


and the envy of many states. 


The same cannot be said of our other associations, but 
they are in their infancy in Soccer administration and are 


set to improve. 


CHS administers some 400 schools, Combined Inde- 
pendent Schools (CAS & GB combined) some 20 schools 
and Combined Catholic Colleges at the moment some 30 
Sydney schools out of all the State Catholic High 


Schools. 


Once all schools are associated and tapped then we 
will be truly representative. Our problem then is obtaining 
representation to the Australian Secondary Sport Coun- 
cil who administer Soccer nationally, and who will not 
deal with one sporting body, preferring to deal with a body 


that encompasses all sports. 


The Combined High Schools Sports Association fills 
this requirement. They and not an “all schools” body are 
affiliated and so represent at Australian Championships. 

Until such time as an all sports ‘‘all schools” body is 
established this situation will continue.

ROSSI 
RETIRES 


PAOLO Rossi, the hero of Italy’s 1982 World Cup 
triumph in Spain, has retired. 

Rossi who first came to prominence as a free-scoring 
20-year-old with Lanerossi Vicenza (he topped the Ita- 
lian League scorer's list with 21 goals in 1977), was un- 
able to secure a spot with a top club this year and so called 
itaday. 

He was plagued by a cartilage injury last season when 
he played for Verona, alongside Dane Preben Elkjaer- 
Larsen, managing just five goals. 

“I've had plenty of offers, some interesting, some 
crazy. But | always wanted to continue at a certain level. 
That possibility no longer exists, so I’m giving it away,"’ he 
told a packed news conference. 

The 31-year-old said he would now work for an 
advertising agency and pursue business interests in real 
estate. 

Rossi was top scorer (6 goals) and player of the tourna- 
ment in the 1982 World Cup and European Footballer of 
the Year and World Footballer of the Year after coming 
back from a two-year ban imposed in 1980 for his part in 
an alleged betting scandal. Of which, he has ironically 
never been convicted and to this day maintains his inno- 
cence. 

The veteran of 14 seasons initially won the hearts of 
Italian fans in the 1978 World Cup in Argentina where he 
scored three times to help Italy to fourth place and in the 
midst of the campaign, a 1-0 win over the hosts and even- 
tual champions. 

There he forged a superb strike-force with Roberto 
Bettega, who in fact socred the winner against Argentina 
which many regarded the goal of the tournament, Rossi 
supplying the lead-up. 

After his enforced lay-off Rossi joined Juventus and 
helped them at the end of the 1981-82 championship to 
victory, scoring in his first match back from suspension. 

Enzo Bearzot immediately rushed him into the World 
Cup squad for Spain and it is history now that he covered 
himself in glory after a stunning hat-trick against Brazil 
and the subsequent Cup triumph. 

Rossi went on to collect European Champions’ Cup, 
Cup Winners’ Cup and Super Cup medals, along with 
Championship and Cup honours in Italy with Juve. ‘Pabli- 
to’ scored nearly thirty times for Italy and was in the World 
Cup squad three times (1978, 1982 and 1986). The big- 
gest disappointment for his fans came during the 1986 
World Cup in Mexico when he was left on the outer by 
manager Bearzot, destined not to appear in a solitary 
match. 

One of his last matches in the sky blue Italian shirt was 
against Mexico prior to the World Cup. Italy won 5-0 and 
Rossi grabbed a hat-trick. 

His career took him to Lanerossi Vicenza, Pescara, 
Juventus, AC Milan and Verona. 

Offers came from Spain, France and even Turkey. 
Clubs such as Malaga and Seville were keen to sign him, 
but Rossi preferred not to leave Italy and rest on his ‘gran- 
dioso’ laurels . . .
